PORTLAND. Ore., June 16—Fol­ 
lowing the first successful flights in 
heavier-than-air craft by the W right 
brothers, m any men in many places 
have built and flown various types of 
airplanes. 
Occasionally airplanes have “dis­ 
appeared” and air pockets or vacuums 
have been blamed for the catastrophes. 
U ntil the last few years there has 
been no definite knowledge of air 
currents and their effects on planes 
in 
flight. 
Now 
Edward L. Wells, 
meteorologist for the weather bureau 
here, has determ ined th a t the “air 
pocket” is wholly a myth. 
“In the earlier days of aviation," he 
comments, “if a plane crashed the pi- j 
lot and passengers were killed instant­ 
ly and there was no way to determine 
w hether some part of the machine 
had failed, or an error had bene made 
in piloting the craft. 
Air Pockets Blamed. 
“Witnesses of these crashes seeing 
the plane drop for no apparent rea­ 
son and having no knowledge of air 
currents, reasoned 
th a t 
the 
plane 
m ust have flown Into an area that 
did not have sufficient air to support 
the plane and they erroneously named 
this area an ‘air pocket.’ 
“This term has been passed on un- , 
til now it sometimes is used by those i 
w'ho should and do know better.” 
During his work for the weather 
bureau Wells has studied the m atter 
of air pressures and his opinions and 
explanations come with a stam p of 
authority. 
No longer need you fear 
an airplane will drop out and leave 
you stranded In the air because of 
vacuums. 
“If by the term ’air pocket’ one 
m eans a small localized area of r a r i- j 
fled air which fails 
to support 
a 
plane because of its low density,” he j 
says, “there is only one place where i 
this Is to be found. T hat is the cen­ 
ter of a tornado, where the violence j 
of the whirling motion produces a 
partial vacuum. 
“There are two factors in the flig h t; 
of aircraft; one is the resistance of 
the air to the propeller blades, ana 
the other is the resistance oi tne air 
to the wings. 
If the plane is to fly, 
these two factors m ust be 
in the 
right relation to each other. 
Air Currents a Factor. 
“Thus it is conceivable th at in pass­ 
ing quickly from one air current to 
another having a different direction! 
or velocity, the plane will be thrown 
off balance. 
This may occur when 
the horizontal direction or velocity 
changes suddenly, as it must offen do 
in rapid climbing, or in gusty weather. 
“It will occur 
most 
often w hen | 
there are well defined vertical cur- j 
rents. 
There is more interchange o f < 
air between high and low levels than 
is commonly supposed. In all violent j 
storms 
vertical 
currents 
are 
pro­ 
nounced. 
Air 
in 
blowing 
over 
a 
m ountain range is deflected from the 
horizontal. 
“On clea»- days where there are ad ­ 
jacent land and w ater surfaces, the j 
air likely Is rising over the land and 
lalling over the water. 
At night the 
reverse may be true. 
In the m oun­ 
tains winds blow up the valleys dur­ 
ing day and blow down during nigh:. 
“Such rising and falling Currents 
necessarily cause some difficulty tn 
ffving and have doubtlessly given rise 
to the conception of ‘air pockets’ or 
holes In the air.”

O . and from 
t tie re he drifted aiound, finally land­ 
ing in Cincinnati, O. 
In Cincinnati. O , he got into more 
trouble and shot a m an to death but 
claims th at a reversal of a guilty ver­ 
dict gave him an acquittal on the sec­ 
ond trial. 
Anderson realizes that he is in a 
serious predicament, but insists th at 
he killed Allen to save himself, and 
th a t he intends to tell the Jury' no th ­ 
ing but the truth.
